She is more than 
Just that; she is one of anew mast¬ 
er rare of cows which the Soviet 
claims to have developed, and Tass 
the Russian news agency, says that 
she has broken all records for butt* 
eifat production. By the way of 
facts and figures, Tass says that 
in her ten >ears of life. Skhema has 
grazed and chewed her way into 
producing enough hutterfat for 
10,995 pounds of butter. At the curr¬ 
ent Russian retail price of $5.50 a 
pound this means that she has add¬ 
ed $6M72. to the turnover from the 
collective farm where sue does her 
stint for the state. 

It is not so long ago since aCau 
adian cow. going by the imposing 
name ofLoneim Texal Happy .was 
crowned champion of the world at 
London. Out. While this decision 
could not he vetoed in the U.N. Sec¬ 
urity Council, the Soviet government 
probab’y realized that it was ail ec¬ 
onomic impossibility for a capital 
istic cow to be supreme in any of 
the normal functions of cows.

And 
so. the Soviet answer to Loneim 
Texal Happy is Skhema.

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SUMMER ATTENTION 

Aside from some replanting. about 
the only siimmor rare Ihe Harden 
should need wl'l be thinning. Weed¬ 
ing and cultivation. If the soil Is 
very dry It Is advisable to water. 
One good soaking Is woith a dozen 
sprinkles. Sprinkling _ only settles 
the dust and has a tendemyto bring 
root growth loo dose to Ihe surface 
shore the sun is liable to hurt it. 
A lllle chemical fertilizer applied 
caiefully according to directions Is 
also a good thing at ibis time. It 
will hurry along grow m and will) 
vegetables will increase tenderness. 

When the hot weather sets in It Is 
well to cut lawn grass less I request 
ly and not as short. This protects 
tools rrnin the burning sun. During 
warm weather Is the best time to 
apply 2-l-D weed killers. Thin att¬ 
acks broad-leaved weeds but leaves 
grass undamaged . 

Beans, lettuce, carrots and beets 
call be planted at Intervals right up 
to early July with still good p.os- 
pects of a crop. When- fall el nu e 
is mild and moist peas can be sown 
lor an autumn crop In late July. 
TALL ONES NEED SUPPOH1 

Kor tall plants or those pruned 
to grow tall like tomatoes, staking 
is advisable. Perennials like delph¬ 
iniums and hollyhocks a-e quite 
liable to break over in a high w.nd 
or during a heavy rain. Stakes about 
all inch thick and wide and as tall 
as necessary, will hold these flowers 
and also tomatoes. They need not 
be conspicuous If driven In behind 
the plants and they call always be 
stained browq or gieen. Plant, 
should be tied to them loose'y with 
soft twine or # ruffle. For bushy 
things like peonies, hoops of.wire 
or w ood placed in position before 
blooming will prove very satiulact- 
01 y. 

RIGHT EQUIPMENT HELPS 

Good sharp tools will save a lot 
of hard work. A dull tool or hoe 
never do the work efficiently. A few 
of the special tools too, will prove 
helpful—things like Dutch llocs, 
hand cultivators and long handled 
spudders to get the w-eeds out. Un¬ 
der the general heading of labor 
savers will be weed killers like the 
new 2-4-D and some of the DDT in 
sect Bprays or dusts. These do the 
Job with little etrort. 

Where vegetable gardens and lawns 
are beyond the average size one of 
the new garden tractors will prove 
a wonderful time saver. With att¬ 
achments these will cultivate .haul 
eart hor stones, cut the lawn, mow- 
tall grass and weeds on rough land, 
plow pump wafer and even remove 
snow. They will do nioro jobs than 
a horse and at a fraction of the ex¬ 
pense. 

A declaration of "War On PcsIb 
and an urgent call for action by its 
member units with the co-operation 
of every citizen, was made here to¬ 
day by the Junior Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of Canada.

is taken .

000,000,000,000,000 descendants by 

August if eggs aio laid _ in early 
spring. Each of these billions is a 
potential carrier of at leBat 20 diff¬ 
erent diseases.
